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To the Honorable the Legislature : 

In accordance with the act chapter 951 of the Laws of 
1867, the State Board of Charities respectfully submit this 
their seventh annual 

REPORT 

As the statutes of May 21 and June 7, 1873 (chapters 571 
and 661 of the Laws of 1873), confer many new powers on the 
board, it is believed to be desirable to refer in a very general 
way to the legislation had in regard to it. 

By the organic act (chapter 951 of the Laws of 1867) the 
board was composed of eight persons, appointed by the gov- 
ernor, by and with the consent of the senate, one to reside in 
each judicial district, and was designated as the Board 
of State Commissioners of Public Charities. The first board 
was so classified that the term of office of one of their num- 
ber expired each year for eight years in succession, and the 
full term thereafter was fixed at eight years. The commis- 
sioners receive no compensation for their services, but are 
entitled to their actual expenses while in the discharge of 
official duties. Under the act chapter 281 of the Laws of 
1870, the lieutenant-governor, secretary of state, comptroller 
and attorney -general were constituted members ex-offlcio of 
the board. 

The act of 1867 authorized the commissioners, or any one 
of them, to visit and inspect, annually, or as much oftener as 
they might deem proper, all charitable and correctional insti- 
tutions, excepting prisons, receiving state aid. It conferred 

upon them power to inquire and examine into the financial 
[Sen. Doc. No. 77.] 2 
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condition of the various institutions subject to their visitation, 
the management and care of their inmates, the conduct of the 
officers and managers, and generally into all other matters 
pertaining to their usefulness and good management. They 
were also authorized and required to visit each of the county 
poor-houses and city alms-houses at least once in every two 
years. Power was also given to the commissioners to admin- 
ister oaths to witnesses, and to issue, if need be, compulsory 
process for their attendance. 

Under act chapter 713 of the Laws of 1871, the board was 
authorized to hear and determine applications of county 
superintendents of the poor for exemption from the operation 
of the Willard Asylum law (act of 1865) relating to the 
chronic insane. This subject will be hereafter referred to. 

The first commissioners were appointed by the governor in 
July, 1867, and the board was soon thereafter organized. 
Owing, however, to the large number of institutions subject 
to the visitation of the commissioners, a portion of them only 
were visited the first year. 

In 1868 the county poor-houses and city alms-houses, and 
also the several state institutions, were nearly all visited, and 
a full report was made to the legislature of 1869. That por- 
tion of the report which related to the condition of the poor- 
houses of the state was very extensively noticed by the press 
and by many of the county authorities, and improvements 
have since been made in many of these institutions, of the 
most marked and gratifying character. Several counties have 
erected new buildings of great merit, and the general condi- 
tion of most of the poor-houses of the state has been greatly 
improved. The several incorporated charities of the state 
were spoken of at large, in the report presented to the legis- 
lature in 1870. Eeports as to the condition of the various 
institutions subject to the visitation of the Aboard have been 
presented each year to the legislature, accompanied by statis- 
tical and financial tables, and a large amount of valuable infor- 
mation has thus been given to the public 
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By the act of May 21, 1873, the name of the board was 
changed to ''The State Board of Charities," and three addi- 
tional members were authorized to be appointed for the term 
of eight years, one from the county of Kings and two from 
the county of New York. , By this act the power of visitation 
was extended to all charitable, elemosynary, correctional or 
reformatory institutions, excepting prisons, whether receiving 
state aid or maintained by municipalities or otherwise, and to 
visit and inspect any incorporated or private asylum, institu- 
tion, home or retreat for the detention, treatment and care of the 
insane or persons of unsound mind. Among other provisions 
of the act, it prohibits any person, association or corporation 
from establishing or keeping any asylum, institution, house or 
retreat for the care, custody or treatment of the insane or per- 
sons of unsound mind, without obtaining a license therefor from 
the board, and it provides for the appointment of a state com- 
missioner in lunacy, who is, ex-officio, a member of the board. 

The board held its first meeting after the passage of the act 
of 1873, at Albany, on the 6th of June last. The following 
members were present: Commissioners Pruyn, Anderson, 
Bishop, Eastman, Letchworth, Sherman, Degrauw, and the 
Comptroller and State Commissioner in lunacy, ex-offlcio 
members : 

At this meeting the board re-elected their president, vice- 
president and secretary, and established rules and regulations 
as to the discharge of its functions. 

The following resolution was also adopted : 

" Besolvedj That, pursuant to the requirements of chapter 
571 of the Laws of 1873, the board will hold four public meet- 
ings in each calendar year, and, until otherwise ordered, as 
follows: At Albany, on the 27th of December, unless it 
occurs on Saturday or Sunday, in which case on the Monday 
following; also on the second Thursday in March, at 10 
o'clock A. M. ; at Rochester, except the present year, on the 
second Thursday in June, at 10 o'clock A. m. ; at New York, 
on the second Thursday in September, at 10 o'clock A. m." 
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The attendance of the members of the board, at the public 
meetings thus appointed, is reported as required by the stat- 
ute, and has been as follows : 

At New York, September 11, 1873 : 

Commissioners Pruyn, Dwight, Bishop, Sherman, De- 
grauw. Miller, Anderson and Letchworth, and the Comptrol- 
ler, Secretary of State, Attorney-General and State Commis- 
sioner in lunacy, ex-officio members. 

At Albany, December 29, 1873 : 

Commissioners Pruyn, Bishop, Potter, Miller, Anderson and 
Letchworth, and the Secretary of State and State Commissioner 
in lunacy, ex-officio members. 

At Albany, March 12, 1874 : 

Commissioners Pruyn, Bishop, Potter, Eastman, Poster, 
Devereux and Letchworth, and the Secretary of State and the 
State Commissioner in lunacy, ex- officio members. 

In addition to the foregoing public meetings, the board has 
held other meetings during this time as follows : 

At Albany, August 11, October 4, and November 14, 1873, 
and February 13, 1874 ; and at New York, October 21, 1873. 

Commissioner Dwight, of the fifth judicial district, and vice- 
president of the board, resigned his office on being appointed 
to the Commission of Appeals, and the vacancy was filled in 
January, 1874, by the governor and senate. The board is 
now constituted as follows :

Divisions of the Report. 

Having thus briefly noticed the history and the work of the 
board, it is proposed to speak of the condition of the various 
institutions coming under its visitation, and to refer to certain 
subjects which require consideration. The institutions and 
subjects alluded to may be classified as follows : 

1. State charities. 

2. Local charities. 

3. Incorporated charities. 

4. Private and incorporated lunatic asylums. 

5. State paupers 

6. Pauper and destitute children. 

7. The causes of the increase of crime, pauperism and 
insanity. 

The several statistical and financial tables hereinafter referred 
to will be found annexed. 

I. STATE CHARITIES. 

Including the lunatic asylums in process of erection but 
not as yet completed, there are twelve (12) of these charities. 
They are embraced in six classes, as follows : 

1. Institutions for the insane. 

2. Institutions for the blind. * 

3. Institutions for the deaf and dumb. 

4. Institutions for idiots. 

5. Institutions for inebriates. 

6. Institutions for the reformation of juvenile delinquents. 
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Tables 1 to 5 relate to the state charities. These give the 
following results : 

The several buildings have capacity for four thousand six 
hundred forty-five (4,645) inmates. 

Their entire cost, including furnishing, furniture, etc., was 
$5,032,971.19. 

The number of acres of land attached to these institutions 
is in the aggregate two thousand one hundred and nine (2,109). 

The valuation of their entire property, as per cost, at the 
close of the past year was as follows :

A further classification of the items embraced in the fore- 
going statements will be found on examination of the several 
tables relating to the state institutions. 

1. Institutions for the Insane. 

The following are the state institutions for the insane : 

The New York State Lunatic Asylum, at Utica. 

The Willard Asylum for the Insane, at Ovid. 

The Hudson River State Hospital, at Poughkeepsie. 

The Buffalo State Asylum for the Insane, at Buffalo. 

The New York State Homoeopathic Asylum for the Insane, 
at Middletown. 

The first three of these institutions are in operation, but the 
plans of the Willard Asylum and the Hudson River State 
Hospital contemplate additional buildings. The foundation 
walls of the Buffalo Asylum are mostly laid, and the walls 
of the centre building and two wards for patients are up 
two full stories. The walls of the rear building, consist- 
ing of the kitchen, engine and boiler rooms, etc., are also 
erected and roofed. The work upon the State Homoeopathic 
Asylum is so far advanced that a part of the building, it is 
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reported, will be soon ready for patients. These institutions 
now have capacity for about seventeen hundred (1,700) insane, 
and when completed, according to the several plans adopted, 
they will furnish accommodations for twenty-eight hundred 
(2,800). 

The question as to the proper disposition of the insane is 
one of great public importance, both in its social and financial 
aspect, and it is receiving earnest and careful attention, not 
only in this state, but in other states and countries. Insanity 
being a disease amenable to medical and moral treatment, it is 
highly important that the insane be placed as early as prac- 
ticable in appropriate institutions. It appears from statistics 
that the ratio of recoveries greatly diminishes as the disease 
advances, and that but few recoveries occur under family care. 

By the inquiries of this board in 1871, the details of which 
were given in their last annual report, the returns showed that, 
in a total of eight thousand and thirty-eight (8, 038) insane of 
the state, seven hundred and sixty-one (761) recovered during 
the year, five hundred and two (502) died, and six thousand 
seven hundred and seventy-five (6,775) were living January 1, 
1872. The duration of the insanity of those who recovered 
during the year was reported as follows : 

Less than one year 420 

One year and less than five years 286 

Over five years 55 

Total 761 



It will be observed from the foregoing statement that only 
fifty-five (55) cases recovered after the insanity had existed 
five years, and that over one-half of the recoveries occurred 
in the first year of the disease. The recoveries in family care 
were forty-three (43), or 2. 59 per cent ; in public and private 
institutions, seven hundred and eighteen (718), or 11.26 per 
per cent. The greatest ratio of recoveries appears in the state 
and private institutions devoted to the treatment of recent 
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cases, and the lowest in the county poor-houses, in which are 
congregated mainly the chronic cases. 

The duration of the disease of the insane living January 1, 
1872, according to the returns before referred to, was as fol- 
lows:

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It appears from the foregoing table that in a total of six 
thousand seven hundred and seventy-five (6,775) insane of the 
state, January 1, 1872, the disease in two thousand one hun- 
dred and twenty-seven (2,127) cases had existed over five 
years. In one thousand five hundred and sixty-seven (1,567) 
cases, the duration of the insanity was unascertained, but the 
returns show that these were generally cases of long standing, 
most of whom were in the county poor-houses, or in family 
care. It thus appears that less than one-half of the insane of 
the state, at the date above referred to, oflfered little or no 
hopes of recovery. 

The returns collected by this board, during the past year, 
show that there are at present about six thousand (6,000) 
insane in the various institutions of this state, a large propor- 
tion of whom are being maintained at the public expense. Of 

these nearly fourteen hundred (1,400) are in the county pDor- 
[Sen. Doc. No. 77.] 3 
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houses, exclusive of New York and Kings counties. The 
asylums, both public and private, are generally crowded, and 
urgent necessity exists everywhere for more accommodations. 

In view of the foregoing facts, it seems there can be no seri- 
ous question as to the proper disposition of the acute insane. 
These should be provided with appropriate hospital accom- 
modations and prompt medical and moral treatment Some 
well-defined policy should, however, be established by the 
state for the care of the chronic insane, which should embrace 
all of this class, not otherwise suitably provided for. 

The proper care and treatment of the insane are attended 
with greater expense, per capita, than that of any other class 
of dependents. This arises from the necessity of employing 
skilled medical supervision and a large number of attendants, 
and the furnishing a generous and nutritious diet. The 
destruction of clothing, etc., also enters largely into the 
account. The following statement, compiled from official 
reports, by the trustees of the State Lunatic Asylum of Penn- 
sylvania, and published by order of the legislature of 
that state, is instructive upon this subject :

It appears from the preceding table that the average weekly 
expense of each person in the various asylums referred to 
varied from $2.50, the lowest, to $16.93, the highest. In the 
two state institutions of this state the expenses were as 
follows: In the State Lunatic Asylum at Utica, receiving 
mainly acute cases, $6.43 per week. In the Willard Asylum 
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for the insane at Willard, providing for chronic cases, $3.68 
per week. This statement includes the salaries of officers, 
and other expense except for extraordinary repairs. 

As before stated, there can be no serious question as to the 
proper disposition of the acute insane ; but how to provide 
suitably for the chronic and generally incilrable cases at a cost 
that shall not be burdensome to the public is a problem that has 
not as yet been satisfactorily solved by any state or coun- 
try. Under the act of 1871, before referred to, a few counties 
have made satisfactory provision for this class, and the board 
has accordingly exempted them from the operation of the, gen- 
eral statute relating to the chronic insane. It is not probable, 
however, that much further relief can be obtained in this 
direction, as in most of the counties the number of this class 
is too small to warrant the expenditure necessary for build- 
ings, and otherwise to provide suitably for their care. The 
board, therefore, does not deem it advisable generally to 
encourage the county authorities to provide for their chronic 
insane. 

The Willard Asylum has now reached nearly its contem- 
plated capacity, and the question presses itself upon the 
attention of the legislature, what disposition shall be made of 
the large number of chronic insane still inmates of poor- 
houses? Shall the state begin the erection of a new asylum 
for this class in some other locality, or shall it require the 
existing and future state hospitals to supplement their accom- 
modations for acute cases with detached buildings, after the 
plan of the Willard Asylum, and retain their chronic insane ? 
In former reports to the legislature the board has recom- 
mended that the latter course be pursued, and they see no 
valid reason to change their views upon this subject. This 
would enable each hospital to retain its proportion of chronic 
insane, and the Willard Asylum might then be allowed 
to receive recent cases from a limited district. Until some 
such general plan is adopted by all the asylums for the reten- 
tion of their chronic insane, it is believed that no change should 
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be made in the purposes and objects of the Willard Asylum, 
but that its organic act should be strictly adhered to, and that 
it should continue to receive cases from the county poor- 
houses only. 

The board are so fully impressed with the feasibility of the 
plan proposed that they herewith give a view of the group of 
detached buildings of the Willard Asylum, recently erected 
and occupied. These, it will be seen, are plainly built, yet 
erected in good taste and architectural proportion. They 
are designed for the more quiet and orderly men, and will 
accommodate two hundred (200) patients. Their entire cost, 
including steam-heating, furnishing, etc., was $97,000. 

2. Institutions for the Blind. 

These are as follows : 

The New York Institution for the Blind, New York city. 

The New York State Institution for the Blind, at Batavia. 

These institutions receive the blind of both sexes, suited by 
age and otherwise, for instruction. They are designed to give 
to each pupil the advantages of a sound education, and, as 
far as practicable, fit them for useful stations in life. At 
present they afford ample accommodations for all this class 
seeking admission, and possess the needed facilities to carry 
out their objects and purposes. 

The following table shows the number of pupils in each of 
these institutions and the changes during the year ending 
December 31, 1873 :

The receipts of these institutions the past year were : From 
the state treasury, $89,503.75 ; from all other sources, $47,327.74 ; 
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total, $136,831.49. The payments were: For ordinary ex- 
penses, $110,550.90; extraordinary, $21,861.14; total, $132,- 
412.05. 

The number of blind persons in the state, by the Federal 
census of 1870, was two thousand two hundred and thirteen 
(2,213). The state institutions had an average attendance of 
three hundred and five (305) pupils during the past year. As 
observation shows that educated blind persons seldom become 
a public charge, it would seem important, not only in its 
social bearing, but as a question of political economy, to 
bring as many of the blind as practicable under proper edu- 
cational training. The state institutions seem to be accom- 
plishing their work well in this direction, as statistics show 
that a large proportion of the blind outside of them have 
passed the period in life to acquire an education, or are un- 
suited for instruction. 

The number of pauper blind and the number of other pau 
pers in the various institutions at the close of the past year, 
according to the several returns, were as follows : 

Pauper Blind. Other Paupers. 

In the county poor-houses 173 6,266 

In the city alms-houses 104 8,557 

Total 277 14,823 

It thus appears that the proportion of pauper blind in these 
institutions, to the whole number of blind in the state, was 
nearly 1:8, while the ratio of other paupers to the population 
of the state was only 1:294. These facts would seem to indi- 
cate that blindness is a prolific source of pauperism. If we 
add to these the great number of blind at large who subsist 
mainly by begging, thus gradually drifting into pauper life, 
its influences become still more apparent. 

In view of this fact it would seem that other than these 
institutions should be provided for the custody and care 
of the adult blind and such as are un suited for the edu- 
cational institutions, and that, as far as practicable, they 
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should be trained to industrial pursuits. The blind in the 
county poor-houses generally lead a life of idleness, and 
many of them are in the most abject condition. The board 
are of the opinion that many of these, under proper super- 
vision and industrial training, could aid considerably in sup- 
porting themselves. The necessity of more suitable provision 
being made for this class of dependents has been referred to 
in former reports, and the matter is again urged upon the 
attention of the legislature. 

3. Institutions for the Deaf and Dumb. 

The only institution of this class maintained by the state is 
the New York Institution for the Instruction of the Deaf and 
Dumb, in New York city. 

There are, however, two other schools of this class in the 
state, under the direction and control of benevolent associa- 
tions, the Institution for the Improved Instruction of Deaf- 
mutes, in New York city, and the Le Conteulx St. Mary's 
Deaf and Dumb Asylum, at Buffalo. These institutions from 
their organization have, from time to time, shared moderately in 
the bounty of the state. By recent legislation both have been 
placed upon the same basis with the state institution as 
regards public pupils, and each now receives an annual 
appropriation from the state treasury, per capita, for each 
such pupil provided for. 

The number of pupils in each of these institutions and the 
changes during the past year are given in the following table :

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The receipts of the state institution the past year were 
$173,425.64, as follows : From the state treasurer, $101,009.99 ; 
from counties and cities, $34,865.86; all other sources, $37,- 
649.79. The expenditures kept pace with the receipts, the 
item of current expenses alone amounting to $145,995.05. 

4. Institutions for Idiots. 

It appears from the report of the New York Asylum for 
Idiots at Syracuse — the only institution of this class having 
a state foundation — that the whole number of pupils under 
its care during the past year was one hundred and sixty-four 
(164). Of these one hundred and thirty-two (132) were state 
beneficiaries, and the others, either in full or in part, paid 
the actual cost of their maintenance. The daily average 
number of pupils during the year was one hundred and 
forty-nine (149), and there were one hundred and sixty -three 
(163) present at its close. 

The receipts of the institution from the state the past year 
were $38,000. Of this sum $6,000 were a special appro- 
priation, and $32,000 for maintenance. It also received from 
other sources, including pay of private pupils, $15,331.37, 
making a total of $47,331.37. The payments were: For cur- 
rent expenses, $37,600.64; extraordinary, $9,078.74; total, 
$46,679.38. 

The recent addition to the asylum enables it now properly 
to provide for about two hundred and twenty (220) pupils. 
The finances of the institution are in good condition, and it is 
doing an excellent work. Owing to the larger number of 
state pupils than heretofore it will probably become necessary 
to increase the annual state appropriation for maintenance 
and care. 

5. Institutions for Inebriates. 

The report of the managers of the New York State Inebri- 
ate Asylum at Binghamton, furnishes the following statistics 
for the year 1873 :

The receipts of the institution the past year amounted to 
$45,509.17. Of this sum $10,000 was a special appropriation 
from the state treasury, and $30,543.41 from paying patients. 
The expenditures were : For treatment and support, $33,515.45 ; 
for construction, $7,277.60; for all other purposes, $4,716.12. 

The north wing of the asylum is not as yet finished. It is 
thought that when this is completed, thereby enabling the 
institution to receive a much larger number of patients, the 
expenses for maintenance and treatment, per capita, may be 
considerably reduced. In this event it is probable that the 
county authorities will more generally avail themselves of its 
advantages for the treatment of public patients, agreeably to 
the provisions of the act of the last legislature, placing it 
upon a foundation with other state institutions. 

6. Institutions for the Reformation of Juvenile 

Delinquents. 

The State reformatories are the New York House of Refuge 
on Randall's Island, New York city, and the Western House 
of Refuge, at Rochester. 

The receipts of these institutions the past year were as fol- 
lows : From the state, $107,625.44 ; from the labor of the 
inmates, $46,784.48 ; from all other sources, $46,834.63 ; total, 
$201,144.55. The entire disbursements amounted to $203,- 
015.41. Of this sum $156,177.57 were for current expenses, 
and $46,837.84 for buildings, improvements and repairs. 

In addition to these institutions there are eleven (11) incor- 
porated and municipal reformatories in the state under the 

control and direction of benevolent and municipal organiza- 
[Sen. Doc. No. 77.] 4 
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tions. These have from time to time been the recipients of 
moderate state bounty, but their expenses are mainly met 
by private gifts and by municipal appropriations. 

The number of inmates in these institutions and the changes 
during the year 1878 are given in the following table :

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Beside these institutions, there are also many other organ- 
izations in the state having for their objects the care and guid- 
ance of destitute, truant and abandoned children. Among 
these are the Children' s Aid Society of New York, and the 
various mission and industrial schools of that and other cities. 
The efforts of these organizations are directed to the intellectnal 
and moral training of this class, and placing them as soon as 
possible in families in the country. A large number of chil- 
dren are thus provided for, who, otherwise, it is believed 
would become inmates of reformatories.

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II. Local Charities. 

These charities, supported whoUy by cities and counties, 
are under the exclusive control and management of munici- 
pal authorities. They are embraced in two classes, as 
follows : 

1. County poor-houses. 

2. City alms-houses. 

The relations of the board to these institutions has been 
before stated, and it only remains to note briefly their present 
condition and to refer to the tables relating to their statistics 
and expenditures for the past year. 
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1. County Poor-houses. 

The number of county poor-liouses is fifty-six (56). The 
annexed tables, Nos. 6 to 10 inclusive, relating to these insti- 
tutions, furnish the following results : 

The whole number of acres of land attached to the county 
poor-houses is eight thousand and thirty -two (8,032). 

The entire value, with the buildings and improvements 
thereon, as apprised by the superintendents, is $2,257,126.50.

Included with those present at the close of the year, one 
thousand three hundred and ninety -four (1,394) were insane; 
three hundred and ninety -five (395) idiots ; one hundred and 
thirty-nine (139) epileptics ; one hundred and seventy-four 
(174) blind, and sixty-five (65) deaf mutes. 

Of the entire number of paupers in the county poor-houses 
during the year, twelve thousand six hundred and ninety ^nine 
(12,699) were males, and seven thousand four hundred and 
ninety-four (7,494) females; eight thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-one (8,861) were natives, and eleven thousand three 
hundred and thirty-two (11,332) foreigners. 

The county poor-houses throughout the state are, gener- 
ally, much improved in their condition. Several new build- 
ings have been erected during the past year, and many have 
been greatly improved. In a few counties, however, the 
buildings are very poor ; yet it is probable that these will 
soon be replaced by new and appropriate structures. 

Among the buildings recently erected, a view of two are 
herewith given, viz., the Fi-anklin county poor-house, at 
Malone, and the Suffolk county poor-house at Taphank. It is 
gratifying to notice that these buildings, though plain, are 
in good taste, and contain every convenience requisite for the 
comfort and welfare of their inmates. 
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2. City Alms-houses. 

Thei e are seven (7) of these institutions in the state. They 
possess the general characteristics of the county poor-houses, 
and are applied to the same purposes in their respective 
localities. They are under the 'direction and control of local 
boards of commissioners, generally selected without reference 
to party organizations. Tables 11 to 15 relate to the statistics 
and finances of these institutions for the past year. It 
appears from these tables that 

The number of persons as inmates of the city alms-

Of the entire number in the alms-houses during the year 
there were twenty thousand six hundred and forty-one

hundred and sixty-seven (28,267) foreigners.

III. INCORPORATED CHARITIES. 

These charities, under the control of benevolent associations 
and maintained chiefly by private benefactions, are as follows :

The number of orphan asylums and homes for the friend- 
less is one hundred and twenty-eight (128). These institutions 
it appears possess property, as follows :

Their indebtedness npon the real estate at the close of the 
past year was $1,294,737.30 ; other indebtedness, $299,300.84 ; 
total indebtedness, $1,594,038.14. They received from all 
sources during the year $3, 624, 395. 60, and expended $3,372,- 
318.49. The whole number of persons provided for during 
the year, was twenty-seven thousand six hundred and seventy- 
one (27,671). The number present at the close of the year, 
was fourteen thousand six hundred and six (14,606). Of these 
two hundred and thirty-six (236) were men; two thousand 
three hundred and twenty-two (2,322) womeu ; six thousand 
six hundred and fourteen (6,614) boys; and five thousand 
four hundred and thirty-four (5,434) girls. 

2. Hospitals. 

The number of hospitals is forty-six (46). The property 
valuation at the close of the past year was: Real estate, 
$3,669,244.36; personal property, $889,603.39; total, $4,558,- 
847.74. They were indebted at the same time for real estate, 
$315,590.47; other indebtedness, $194,328.66; total, $509,- 
919.07. Their receipts for the year amounted to $1,058,087.95 
and their expenditures to $1,086,311.29. The whole num- 
ber of patients treated by these institutions during the year was 
eleven thousand nine hundred and fifty-three (11,953). Of 
these six thousand three hundred and seventy-four (6,374) 
vrere beneficiaries, and the residue paid in full or in part the 
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cost of their treatment and care. The total number of days 
the former were under treatment, was three hundred and 
sixty-three thousand and five (363,005). The hospitals con- 
tained at the close of the year, one thousand five hundred and 
thirty-five (1,535) patients. Of these eight hundred and six 
(806) were males and seven hundred and twenty-nine (729) 
females. 

3. Dispensaries. 

It will be seen that there were fifty-seven (57) of this class 
of charities. They held property at the close of the past year 
valued at $394,917.85. Of this $316,229.87 was in real 
estate, and $78, 687.98 personal property. Their indebtedness 
was upon the real estate, $31,687.04, and other indebtedness, 
$17,195.35 ; total, $48,882.39. They received during the year 
$166,849.46, and disbursed $122,916.39. The number of 
persons treated at the dispensaries was one hundred and 
eighty-eight thousand seven hundred and ninety-nine (188,- 
799) ; at their homes, thirty-two thousand nine hundred and 
sixty-one (32,961). 

IV. PRIVATE AND INCORPORATED LUNATIC 

ASYLUMS. 

The act chapter 571 of the Laws of 1873, before referred to, 
provides that no person, association or corporation shall 
establish or keep an asylum, institution, house or retreat for 
the care, custody or treatment of the insane or persons of 
unsound mind, without first obtaining a license therefor from 
the State Board of Charities. Under the provisions of this 
act, the board has, during the past year, upon applications 
made in conformity with the statute, licensed the following 
institutions, viz. : 

Brigham Hall, an incorporated institution, at Canandaigua, 
Ontario county ; Dr. George Cook, resident physician. 
Sanford Hall, a private asylum, at Flushing, Queens 
ounty ; Dr. J. W. Barstow, resident physician. 
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The Marshall Infirmary, at Troy, an incorporated benevo- 
lent institution ; Dr. Joseph D. Lomax, resident physician. 

The Providence Lunatic Asylum, at Buffalo, a benevolent 
y institution incorporated under the general law, and conducted 

by the Roman Catholic order of the Sisters of Charity ; Dr. 
William Ring, attending physician. 

The Home for Nervous Diseases, at Fishkill, on the Hudson, 
a private institution ; Dr. C. W. Kitridge, resident physician. 

The Home for Insane and Nervous Invalids, a private in- 
stitution, at PleasantviUe, Westchester county ; Dr. George 
C. S. Choate, proprietor and resident physician. 

Agreeably to the statute, the board has prescribe^ condi- 
tions, terms and regulations for the government of these insti- 
tutions, and, as far as practicable, in conformity with the gen- 
eral regulations governing the state institutions. 

The governors of the Bloomingdale Asylum for the Insane, 
a department of ''The Society of the New York Hospital," 
were furnished with a copy of the act of 1873, above referred 
to, and were notified as to the time and place the board would 
meet to consider and pass upon such applications for license 
as might be made in accordance with the act. These officers 
replied that they did not consider the statute required them 
to take out a license, but that they were expressly exempt 
from its provisions in this respect, and they offered in sup- 
port of their views the written opinion of distinguished and 
eminent counsel. The matter was referred to the Attorney- 
General, who, in an elaborate opinion, dissented from the 
conclusions of such counsel, a copy of which was forwarded 
to the governors of the asylum, but as yet no application for 
a license has been received. 

The following table shows the number of patients treated in 
each of these incorporated and private institutions, and the 

changes, during the past year :

V. State Paupers. 

The first section of the act chapter 661 of the Laws of 1873, 
already alluded to, is as follows : 

''Section 1. Every poor person who is blind, lame, old, 
impotent or decrepit, or in any other way disabled or enfee- 
bled, so as to be unable by work to maintain himself, who 
shall apply for aid to any superintendent or overseer of the 
poor or other oflBicer charged with the support and relief of 
indigent persons, and who shall not have resided sixty days 
in any county of this state within one year preceding the time 
of such application, shall be deemed to be a state pauper, 
and shall be maintained as hereinafter provided." 

The act authorizes the board, on behalf of the state, to 
contract with the authorities of not more than five counties or 
cities of this state, for the reception, support and care, in the 
poor-houses or other suitable buildings of such counties or 
cities respectively, of such paupers as may be committed 
thereto, in accordance with the said act, and directs, that 
while thus used, the said poor-houses shall be known as state 
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alms-houses. Power is given to the board to establish rules 
and regulations for the discipline, employment, treatment and 
care of such paupers, and for their discharge, and also to 
direct the transfer of paupers from one such alms-house to 
another. 

The authority to commit paupers to such alms-houses is 
vested in county judges, justices of the peace and police jus- 
tices, and the act directs in what manner it shall be exercised. 
The expenses for the support and treatment of such paupers 
are paid by the state to the several counties or cities at the 
rates agreed upon. The act further provides that a record in 
duplicate shall be kept of all such paupers in the several state 
alms-houses, and the secretary is required, from time to time, 
to verify the correctness of the same, both by comparison and 
by personal examination of the minutes of such alms-houses. 

It is required of the board to cause such alms-houses to be 
visited periodically, and also that the secretary shall visit and 
inspect all of them at least once in every three months, and as 
much oftener as he may deem expedient, or the board may 
direct. Certain specified powers are also given to the secre- 
tary, among which are authority to remove the insane to the 
state asylums, to transfer children to orphan asylums, to 
indenture minors, and to remove paupers to other states or 
countries. 

Before designating aiiy of the state alms-houses, the board 
thought it proper to learn the wishes of the authorities of the 
several counties and cities in regard to the matter, the accom- 
modations they might be able to offer, and the price at which 
paupers would be received and maintained. Accordingly a 
circular letter was prepared on the 1st of July last request- 
ing the officers of any institution who might deem its location 
and arrangements to be such as to make it desirable for them 
to propose to contract for the reception and support of this 
class, to communicate with the board, giving a description of 
their buildings, and stating the rate of compensation, with 
full particulars. Copies of this letter were addressed to the 
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proper officers of the various counties and cities, in response 
to which proposals were received from fourteen (14) institu- 
tions. 

After mature consideration and an examination of most of 
the buildings proposed to be used, the board decided, on the 
15th of October last, to accept the proposals of the city 
of Albany and the counties of SuflEblk, Delaware, St. Law- 
renc/e and Monroe. The latter county having declined to per- 
fect the arrangement, the board, on the 6th of December, 
entered into contract with the authorities of Erie county, in 
place of Monroe. 

The several buildings contracted for and designated by the 
board under the act, together with the accommodations oflfered, 
and the rate of support, respectively, are as follows :

Notice of such contracts and designations were immediately 
given to the proper ofllcers of the various counties and cities, 
as required by the act. The first commitment was made on 
the 22d of October last. The following table shows the num- 
ber of commitments to each of these alms-houses, and the 
changes to December 31, 1873 : 
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It will be seen by this table that the number of paupers 
committed to December 31 was seventy-seven (77), and the 
number remaining January 1, 1874, was thirty-one (31). 

The large number of persons removed from the state, as 
appears by the foregoing table, is deemed to be worthy of 
special note. This power, as before stated, is conferred upon 
the secretary of the board by section eleven of the act, which 
is as follows : 

"§11. Any person becoming an inmate of any such alms- 
house, and expressing a preference to be sent to any state or 
country where said pauper may have a legal settlement or 
friends, willing to support or aid in supporting him, the sec- 
retary of said board may cause the removal of such pauper 
to such state or country ; provided, in the judgment of said 
secretary, the interest of the state and the welfare of the 
pauper will be promoted thereby ; and the said secretary 
shall report, from time to time, to said board, the names of 
all persons removed under the provisions of this act, the places 
whence removed, and the cost of the several removals. 

The value of the statute, both as aflfecting the interests of the 
state, and the weU-being of its unfortunate wards, it is 
believed, depends largely upon the prompt and vigilant exer- 
cise of this discretionary power. Most of those committed 
under the act are persons from other states or countries, where 
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they properly belong, and many of them fugitives from homes 
or institutions designed for their care. Included in the latter 
class are the insane, blind, idiots and feeble-minded. The his- 
tory of these, in most cases, is traced with great difficulty, and 
it can be accomplished only by patient and careful investiga- 
tions. The commitments furnish but little information as to 
their antecedents, therefore, frequent examinations have to be 
made, and often an extended correspondence conducted with 
officials or the relatives or friends of the person. In this way 
the status of a large number of this class has been determined, 
and they have been returned to their friends or to proper insti- 
tutions. 

A considerable number of those committed have proved to 
be Union soldiers of the late war, without friends or settled 
residences, some of whom had been inmates of United States 
soldiers' homes. Many of them were suflfering from the effects 
of wounds received in the service, or were wholly or in part 
disabled by disease. These, as far as practicable, have been 
transferred to the custody and care of the general government. 

By far the greater portion of those committed under the act, 
however, are poor persons from other states or countries, who, 
lured by the hope of large reward for their labor, or for other 
and various reasons, come within our borders for a temporary 
residence only. In this class are frequently embraced entire 
families. Failing to obtain remunerative employment, or over- 
taken by sickness, they are thrown upon the public for relief. 
The act beneficently provides for their temporary support and 
care, and for their return to home or friends, thus opening the 
way for them to become, thereafter, self-sustaining. It is 
believed that a large number of this class have thus been 
rescued from a life of pauperism, and the public relieved of 
the burden of their support. It should be added that of those 
removed from the state, but two, so far as has been learned, 
have yet returned. 

The period in which the act has been in force is too brief, 
however, to measure fully its usefulness. Its objects are cer- 
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tainly most wise and hiimane, and it is believed that its faitli- 
ful execution will largely benefit society, and result bene- 
ficially to the state. It is thought that the number of state 
alms-houses should be increased, and the board accordingly 
recommends that authority be given to designate fifteen (15) 
such institutions. This increase would greatly lessen the 
expenses for transportation, and be a great convenience to the 
several city and county officers. 

VI. PAUPER AND DESTITUTE CHILDREN. 

The board has heretofore, in its reports to the legislature, 
referred to the pauper and destitute children of the state, and 
submitted its views and recommendations as to the best 
methods of providing for their care. Its inquiries having, 
however, been restricted to public institutions, the information 
thus obtained has not been as full as desired. The last legis- 
lature by section 7, act chapter 571, before referred to, author- 
ized these inquiries to be extended so as to include private 
institutions, and also directed the board to furnish in tabulated 
statements the number of such children in the several counties 
of the state, with such particulars as might be deemed proper. 

The board took measures at an early day to collect the infor- 
mation contemplated, and directed the secretary to conduct 
the inquiries. A form for returns as to the names, sex, age, 
parentage, social, physical and mental condition of this class 
of children, the causes of pauperism or destitution, and the 
length of time they had severally been a public charge, with 
proper instructions, was sent, on the 1st of October last, to the 
resident officers of the various institutions of the state having 
the custody of this class of persons, with a request to give the 
information thus desired. Answers were furnished by most 
of the institutions promptly. Others were addressed repeat- 
edly Sefore any response could be obtained, and a few insti- 
tutions have failed to make the report required by the statute. 
The returns have beea analyzed and tabulated under the 
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direction of the secretary, and the results are 'given in the 
tables Nos. 28 to 49, hereto annexed. 

The number and situation of this class of children, according 
to the returns, is shown by the following :

It will be thus seen that there were fifteen thousand six 
hundred and sixty-eight (15,668) pauper and destitute chil- 
dren under the protection of the various charitable institu- 
tions of the state, October 1, 1873, of whom nine thousand 
and fifty-nine (9,059) were males, and six thousand six hun- 
dred and nine (6, 609) females. 

The following table shows their parentage, social condition, 
ages, duration of institution life, and physical and mental 
condition : 
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Showing the parentage, social condition , ages, duration of institution life, and the 
physieial and mental condition of 15,668 pauper and destitute children of the 
state of New York, in the various charitctble institutions, October \, 1873. 
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While the number is large of those who, by reason of 
constitutional infirmity, have an unusual claim upon our 
sympathies — a claim which in many instances will continue 
to exist through the remainder of their lives — yet by far the 
greater part, as will be observed of these unfortunate wards 
of society, possess an average measure of intelligence and are 
capable subjects for educational training. When we remem- 
ber that all these are growing up, under the influences by 
which they are surrounded, to become members of society in 
a few years, and numerous enough to affect its moral condition, 
a feeling of very grave responsibility must arise in the minds 
of all who have any part in the public guardianship to which 
they are committed. 

In the year 1868 when statistics relating to pauper and 
destitute children were first gathered by this board, it was 
found that there were one thousand two hundred and twenty- 
two (1,222) under sixteen years in the several county poor- 
houses of the state. The general condition of these was very 
deplorable. Exposed to the most degrading associations, 
the innocence of childhood soon became corrupted with a taint 
which no subsequent moral or religious training could efface. 
In many of the poor-houses separate departments for the 
children were provided and teachers employed to give them 
instruction ; but it soon became apparent that this promising 
arrangement accomplished nothing except to show that an 
evU which it was hoped would have been cured had 
only been covered up. The schools were generally small, the 
hours of study brief, and the enervation which pervades the 
very atmosphere of a poor-house had so destroyed all ambi- 
tion in the minds of the pupils, that the best efforts of the 
most capable teachers seemed to be well nigh thrown away. 

The examination of the poor-houses in 1868, demonstrated 
that these institutions could not be made a fit place for the 
rearing of children, and the efforts of the board were early 
governed by that conclusion. Keepers and superintendents 
of the poor were earnestly urged to place children out in 
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respectable families, and othenvise suitably to provide for 
them elsewhere than in the county poor-house. The boards of 
supervisors of the various counties have also been urged, 
by personal appeal or through the press, to take action in the 
same direction. The subject is one which the board and its 
officers have never lost sight of, in their periodical visits to the 
county institutions, and it has been presented by them when- 
ever occasion aflfbrded. The result thus far is that in a con- 
siderable number of counties, all the children over two years 
of age have been removed to asylums, or otherwise suitably 
provided for, by authority of the board of supervisors, upon 
terms generally not exceeding the cost of their maintenance in 
the county poor-houses. 

As before stated the number of children under sixteen years 
in the various county poor-houses in 1868, was one thousand 
two hundred and twenty-two (1,222). In 1869, the returns 
show that it was reduced to nine hundred and twenty (920) ; 
in 1870, to seven hundred and ninety-two (792) ; in 1871, to 
six hundred and seventy-five ,(675) ; in 1872, to six hundred 
and seventy-nine (679) ; and in 1873, to six hundred and forty- 
four (644). Since then (October 1, 1873), all the children in the 
Erie county poor-house have been removed and placed in 
homes or asylums, thus reducing the number in the poor- 
houses to five hundred and seventy-nine (579). 

But this number is still too large. While a considerable 
portion of these are infants, idiots or other defectives, for 
whom no other public provision is made, a great number, it 
will be seen, are intelligent and need proper care to fit them 
for their duties in life. 

There can be no question that the county poor-house is an 
entirely unsuitable place in which to rear and educate chil- 
dren. Degrading and vicious influences surround them in 
these institutions, corrupting to both body and soul. They 
quickly fall into ineradicable habits of idleness, which prepare 
them for a life of pauperism and crime. Their moral and 
religious training is, in most cases, entirely neglected, and 
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their secular education is of the scantiest and most superficial 
kind. Self-respect is, in time, almost extinguished, and a 
prolonged residence in the poor-house leaves upon them a 
stigma which clings to them in after years, and carries its 
unhappy influences through life. If the cases in which help- 
less children are cast upon the charity of the county for sup- 
port, by the death of father or mother, are distressing, the 
case of the child bom in the poor-house, and who is doomed 
to remain in it until he becomes old enough to understand his 
position, is still more so. 

Every child needs a home — a family home — and nothing 
can fully supply its place. Whatever temporary provision is 
made for poor children, to whom no home is left, the ultimate 
object should be to place them, as early as possible, in fami- 
lies. This result can readily be accomplished, if the county 
authorities set about the work in earnest, and it is gratifying 
to notice a general interest in the subject. 

A very large proportion of the idiot children in the county 
poor-houses belong to the unteachable class. These are fre- 
quently subjected to inhuman treatment from those about 
them, who cannot recognize that their very helplessness entitles 
them to the greatest kindness. Every consideration of 
humanity, therefore, requires that this class should be removed 
to a separate asylum. It is believed that separate provision 
should also be made for epileptics and paralytics, so as to 
secure to them the supervision and care which their helpless 
condition demands. 

VII. THE CAUSES OF THE INCREASE OF CRIME, 

PAUPERISM AND INSANITY. 

The legislature, by concurrent resolution of May 27-29, 
1873, directed the board to examine into the causes of the 
increase of crime, pauperism and insanity, and to submit their 
report to the then next legislature. A special report upon 
this subject was made by the board to the legislature on the 
16th of February last (see Senate Documents of 1874, No. 51), 
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to which we beg to refer, and to reiterate the statement then 
made, that for the reasons named the work cannot be per- 
formed, unless a proper appropriation be made by the legis- 
lature to meet the expenses which must necessarily be incurred 
in conducting it. The subject is one of great interest, and we 
earnestly invite the attention of the legislature to the matter. 

Conclusion. 

A tabular statement of the value of the property owned 
by the charitable institutions subject to the visitation of the 
board, and also of their receipts and expenditures for the past 
year, prepared from the official returns, is herewith given.

The whole number of persons received and cared for in 
these institutions the past year, was one hundred and six 
thousand five hundred and fifty-four (106,554) ; and the 
further number temporarily relieved was eighty-one thousand 
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six hundred and forty (81,640) ; and the further number (not 
inmates) furnished with free medical and surgical aid, was 
two hundred and twenty-seven thousand eight hundred and 
ninety nine (227,899).
